At least 294 killed 
In monster storms 
across the South

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. Dazed Southerners on 
Thursday comforted one another and began 
the process of rebuilding after a barrage of 
storms claimed nearly 300 lives and reduced 
once-familiar neighborhoods to piles of 
bricks and lumber. 

The grim death toll from the 24-hour storm 
period continued to rise, with 294 counted in 
six states. Among them were two university 
Nearly i million cus- 
tomers were without 
electricity 

The vast majority 
of fatalities occurred 
in Alabama, where 
at least 207 people 
perished, according 
to state and local of- 
ficials. 

Gov Robert Bent- 
ley and other officials stood Thursday after- 
noon in the bright sunshine in Tuscaloosa, the 
epicenter of the state’s misery to detail the 
damage and recovery effort. 

“People’s lives have just been turned upside 
down,” Bentley said. “It affects me emotion- 
ally When I fly over this, it is difficult.” 

The South endured the second-deadliest 
tornado outbreak in the nation’s history since 
record keeping began in 1950. Weather experts 
said humidity, cooler temperatures and vertical 
wind shear made for a deadly concoction. 

The death toll in the hard-hit city of Tusca- 
loosa, in west-central Alabama, was at 38 as of 
Thursday Mayor Walter Maddox said. Infra- 
structure losses are hurting recovery efforts, 
he said. 

“My heart is broken,” Maddox said late 


Thursday “We have a resilient spirit here and 
it will be on display for the world to see.” 

A breakdown provided by Bentley’s office 
showed that violent weather claimed lives in 
19 of Alabama’s 67 counties, with Tuscaloosa 
County at the top of the list. Thirty-two peo- 
ple perished in DeKalb County in northeast- 
ern Alabama, and 14 died in Jefferson County 
Birmingham’s home. The death toll for Frank- 


lin County stood at 27 on Thursday evening. 

It wasn’t just the incredible winds and fun- 
nel clouds that made conditions miserable for 
millions. 

Louisiana Gov Bobby Jindal declared a 
state of emergency in preparation for the 
Mississippi River cresting well above flood 
level. In Mississippi, Gov Haley Barbour 
advised residents to prepare for levels 3 feet 


higher than in 2008. 

President Obama on Thursday called the 
loss of life from storms in the South “heart- 
breaking,” especially in Alabama. The “federal 
government will do everything we can to help 
{people affected by the deadly storms] recov- 
er,” he said. 

The White House said Obama will travel 
to Alabama on Friday

*Game of Thrones* 
or skin tones? 

The dark-skinned savage is a longtime resident of pop culture. 

My mother still winces when she talks about watching “Tarzan” 
films and TV as a child growing up in the ’50s. Unlike the titular 
jungle-dweller who was wise and brave, the black ‘African” charac- 
ters were cowardly, uncouth and quick to kowtow to any white man. 

This week, I got a grasp on how she must have felt back then 
while watching this week’s episode of “Game ofThrones.” 

As a sci-fi and fantasy genre fan, this new HBO show based on a 
popular book series initially appealed to me. 

I easily stomached plotlines involving incest, attempted murder 
o 1 a child and gory beheadings. But nothing prepared me for the 
appearance of a nomadic race called the Dothraki. 

Unlike the other alabaster-colored, civilized characters on the 
show, every single one of them is a shade of brown. 

Blacks, Latinos and actors of Indian descent make up the part of 
the cast that engages in fireside orgies, random disembowelments 
and feasts of raw meat. One could argue that, yes, nomadic people 
would bronze in the sun, but the Dothraki are well beyond bronze. 

Others in the blogosphere noted the dichotomy, including a Slate 
writer who wrote “Is Game ofThrones Racist?” about “these barbar- 
ians of the most stereotypical, un-PC sort.” 

“Would it be better if the Dothraki had a specific antecedent in 
our world,” Nina Shen Rastogi writes. “Or if they were portrayed 
by actors from a more uniform racial group, rather than by ‘miscel- 
laneous brown people?’ ” 

My answer to the latter question is hell yes, because it would 
remove the stigma of random brown skinned people being equated 
with barbarians. It would be exponentially better still if the Do- 
thraki were distinguishable by costumes rather than a skin color that 
resonates in reality 

Director James Cameron knew better. ‘Avatar” dodged a bullet 
with a similarly unsophisticated, but blue-colored, race of aliens 
called Na’vi. 

“Thor” challenged racial lines by choosing Idris Elba, who is 
black, to portray a Norse god. Some fanboys and girls found the col- 
orblind casting unbelievable. (Interestingly, those same clowns don’t 
challenge the notion of a half-naked hero with a magical hammer.) 

But I digress: 

Sci-fi and fantasy stories are escapes from reality One would think 
they also would provide asylum from long-stewing stereotypes, or at 
least present them in a novel way— like HBO’s “True Blood” has by 
juxtaposing vampire hatred with homophobia. 

'The Dothraki issue likely boils down to a case of showrunners not 
thinking through the consequences of casting. 

But not thinking is far from a valid excuse for “Games” at least 
four decades after my mom turned away from “Tarzan.”

The Dalai Lama will visit Chicago 
on July 17 and 18 at the invitation of 
the Wheaton-based Theosophical 
Society The Buddhist and spiritual 
leader made his last public appear- 
ance here in 2007. 

The Dalai Lama, whose name is 
Tenzin Gyatso, is scheduled to speak 
July 17 at the UIC Pavilion and July 
18 at the Harris Theater. At the latter 
event, the Dalai Lama will participate 
in a panel discussion with religious 
leaders from the Jewish, Christian 
and Muslim faiths. The topic at both 
appearances will be interfaith coop- 
eration. 

“He says we’ve been talking about 
it for too long,” said Pamela Hutul, 
a family law attorney with Davis 
Friedman, who is leading the host 
committee with Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Michele Lowrance. 
“He’ll be trying to get people to 
move along further with action.” 

In November, the Dalai Lama 
announced he was giving up the 
political half of his role as Tibet’s 
leader. This week, Lobsang Sangay 
a 43 -year-old visiting fellow at Har- 
vard Law School, was elected to lead 
Tibet’s exiled government, which 
has been based in northern India 
since the 1950s, following China’s in- 
vasion. The Dalai Lama will remain 
the spiritual leader of Tibetan Bud- 
dhists.

These days, the rapper uses that voice not 
only to rap with his brother, Pusha T, but 
also to speak to children and teens about 
his career pitfalls. He refuses to preach and 
doesn’t discourage his peers from rapping 


about street life. 

“Enjoy the music,” Malice said, by way 
of advice to rap fans. “But be who you are. 
Don’t accept whatever you hear.” 

Malice also predicts that he and other 
more spiritually focused lyricists will fit 
better into the mainstream, despite the 
previous flops of artists who’ve embraced 
religion. 

He tells fans to expect his spiritual per- 
spective to shine through his lyrics when he 
and Pusha, who recently signed with Kanye 
West’s G.O.O.D. Music, release the next 
Clipse mixtape “Long Live the Caine.”

Daley was admitted to Northwestern 
Hospital on April 16, where she under- 
went surgery on her leg to replace a met- 
al rod that had been inserted last year to 
strengthen the bone that had weakened 
because of cancer. 

She was released from the hospital 
Tuesday with instructions to continue 
physical therapy she began while at 
Northwestern. 

Daley was first diagnosed with meta- 
static cancer in 2002.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. Everything is on track for Fri- 
day’s launch of the space shuttle Endeavour, with Presi- 
dent Obama, U.S. Rep. Gabrielle Giffords and as many 
as 700,000 onlookers along the Space Coast on hand to 
cheer its final mission. 

But the weather could disappoint everyone. 

Shuttle weather officer Kathy Winters said Thursday 
that the prospects of crosswinds and cloud cover Friday 
afternoon have increased the probability of a weather-de- 
layed launch to 30 percent, up from the 20 percent predic- 
tion NASA has been holding much of the week. 

The launch is slated for 2:47 p.m. CDT The Obama 
family and Giffords, the Arizona Democrat critically 
wounded in the Tucson shooting in January, are planning 
to be at Kennedy for the launch, along with scores of other 
VIPs. Giffords’ husband. Navy Capt. Mark Kelly, is En- 
deavour’s commander. 

Also in the area: hundreds of thousands of shuttle 
watchers. NASA test director Jeff Spaulding, who oversees 
the countdown, said the estimates cited earlier of 45,000 
people at Kennedy Space Center and 700,000 in Brevard 
County were probably good. 

Those spectators— and special security for the Obamas 
and Giffords — should not affect preparations, the count- 
down, or any decisions relating to whether high winds or 
other factors might cause a scrubbed launch, he said.

'llie team will hold a rookie minicamp May 
6-8 and then, per Nl^X rules, the draft picks 
will be forced to remain away from I Mas 
Hall until after graduation at their respective 
schools. Mandatory veteran minicamp will 
run June 3-5. 

All of these dates are subject to change if 
the owners can reverse a losing trend in court.

If you can’t join him, beat him. 

That’s one take now that the Bulls know 
their Eastern Conference semifinal oppo- 
nent will be the Hawks, who closed out the 
Magic in six games Thursday night in Atlan- 
ta.

Joe Johnson was prepared to leave the 
Hawks to be Derrick Rose’s running buddy 
at shooting guard, multiple sources close to 
Johnson said during last summer’s free agen- 
cy Then the Hawks unexpectedly threw a 
six-year, $119 million offer at him and the 
Bulls eventually signed their various parts. 

Three of them— Keith Bogans, Kyle Ko- 
rver and Ronnie Brewer— will spend time 
chasing Johnson around in a series that, 
frankly should be easier than the first-round 
victory over the Pacers. That’s not to say the 
Bulls will win in five games, although they 
might. It is to say the Hawks don’t feature 
as much big-man depth and physical play as 
the Pacers. 

They do feature athletic wings and while 
they don’t switch on screens as much as they 
used to, the Hawks added old pal Kirk Hin- 
rich in an underrated trade deadline move to 
try to bolster an average defense. The Bulls 
won two of three regular-season meetings, 
but none were against the current lineup. 

Jason Collins now starts at center but 


plays Bogans-like minutes. A 1 Horford, Josh 
Smith, Johnson and Hinrich are the other 
starters, although Hinrich left the clinch- 
ing victory late with a right knee injury An- 
other old pal, Jamal Crawford, comes off a 
relatively thin bench. 


The Hawks are primarily an isolation 
and jump-shooting team— and not always 
a smart one at that. These areas represent 
two of the Bulls’ main defensive strengths. 
They are excellent at sending the appropri- 
ate help and closing out on shooters.

‘Prom’ queen 


Triday Night Lights' star brightens up 
the big screen as high school overachiever

l‘*irst, to clarify: Aimee leegarden is not the 
same person as her character Julie Iky lor on 
NBC's “Friday Night Lights." 

“ni be at the grocery store and then people 
will come up and be like^ 'Youke not very nice 
to your mom! You need to watch your tone. 
Y)uVe being bratty lately/ ” said 'leegarden, 21. 
“Pm like, 'It's a show; it's a job.' Since the char- 
acters are so relatable, I think people think 
that they're real people." 

Viewers will have to get used to seeing Tee- 
garden as someone other than Julie. After co- 
starring in “Scream 4,” the native Californian 
stars as Michigan high school overachiever 
Nova Prescott in “Prom," opening Friday 
Nova's head of the prom committee, and she 
eventually must re-create all the decorations 
with help from the obnoxious class trouble- 
maker (Thomas McDonnell). Think of the 
horror for a girly-girl class president. 

The Disney movie's mostly what you ex- 
pect, with a few interesting wrinkles about 
the uncertainty of youth. By phone from Mi- 
ami, Teegarden explained why an awful prom 
is more memorable than a good one, the end 
of “FNE' and why Nova Prescott is not relat- 
ed to Sidney Prescott in “Scream 4." 

What's the most extreme/shocking prom 
story you've ever heard? 

Ooh, I think probably the worst prom story 
I've heard so far is somebody who got dumped 
at prom and then got left by her Hmo. That 
seems pretty awful and harsh. Right? 

What memories last longer: an awesome 
prom ora painful prom? 

I think a painful prom. I think it's like any- 
thing. Like if you go to a restaurant and you 
have an amazing experience, you're not very 
likely to write a review about it. But if you 
go to a restaurant and have a bad experience, 
that's like the first thing you do when you get 
home is write a bad review. 

In ''Scream 4," the Ghostface killer hunts 
Sidney Prescott. In "Prom," you play Nova 
Prescott. How worried were you that Ghost- 
face would come out of nowhere at prom 
and try to slice you, another Prescott? 
[Laughs.] You know, it hadn't even crossed 
my mind at that moment. I should have 


thought about that, though. That's interest- 
ing, Sidney Prescott and Nova Prescott, 'lliat 
never even rang a bell in my little mind. But 
I wasn't too afraid. We didn't have very many 
night scenes. 

So they are not distant relatives? 

Maybe in some universe, I'm sure they're 
probably some kind of distant relatives, but 
not within the “Prom" and “Scream” [worlds], 
no. 

It's like "Prom" would he the parallel 
universe of "Scream," where a different 
Prescott is going through something dif- 
ficult but maybe not quite as scary. Or Is it 
equally scary? 

I think there's so much pressure put on prom 
and teenagers, not only to get asked to prom 
but to have the right date and have this amaz- 
ing experience, and there's so much hype put 
into it that I kind of in a certain way— it's 
definitely not as scary as a crazy murderer 
coming after you with a knife but ... 

But a close second? 

Maybe like fourth or fifth. But something in 
there. 

What went through your head as filming for 
the last season of "Friday Night Lights" was 
coming to an end? 

It was a bit bittersweet. I grew up on the 
show, and working on it for five years the 
audience got to know those characters and 
grow with them and see them change and 
evolve. But it was sad; it was coming to an 
end and not just for a job but really saying 
goodbye to the cast and crew and living in 
Austin, Texas. 

We asked readers for ideas of what I should 
ask you, and Nicole James wanted to know: 
Do you also get a little depressed when you 
remember thatCoach Taylor and Tami are 
not real people? 

[Laughs.] That's funny! It's so interesting that 
from a viewer standpoint, you see them and 
this family dynamic as my parents and stuff, 
but off set they're my co-workers. But Kyle 
[Chandler] is such a phenomenal guy He is 
so giving as an actor and just funny and really 
down-to-earth, and Connie [Britton] as well.

The scene: This pan- Latin eatery in West Town 
from the owners of Amelia's Mestizo Grill skips the stereotypical bright- 
colors-everywhere look; Instead, the high ceilings, white columns and big windows 
lend a gallery-like feel. 

The food: Hit or miss. The server said the best dish on the menu was the corn truf- 
fle quesadillas with Chihuahua cheese and creme fraiche ($9), and true, It was the 
only thing our table really raved about. Ceviche ($13) was dominated by diced to- 
mato rather than chunks of seafood, and the lobster empanada ($12) was too laden 
with sun-dried tomato pesto to taste any lobster hiding inside. But the basic gua- 
camole ($9), lacking that addictive avocado cream! ness because of way too many 
tomatoes, was the biggest disappointment. 

The drinks: Sure, the cactus-stemmed glasses veer into cheesy territory, but salt- 
rimmed margaritas served on the rocks hit just the right notes of sour, sweet and 
boozy. 

Bottom line: I’d really like to lounge on Fogon’s gorgeous planter-lined patio and or- 
der more than just a margarita, so fingers crossed that the restaurant fixes some of 
those misses by the time the weather warms up for good.

($2.79) or chili-cheese dog ($3.29), and 
combo deals include two dogs, fries and a 
drink for $6.33. Fries ($1.79) are fresh-cut and nice- 
ly browned with bits of potato skin, but they’re lifelessly 
soggy with not a crisp bit in the bunch. Adding sloppy Merkts Cheddar to make ’em Ched- 
dar fries ($2.99) doesn't help. One perk setting it apart from your basic hot dog joint is your 
choice of complimentary dipping sauces: garlic-wasabL sun-dried tomato and chipotle.

Mission: Vegetables

Easy to overlook on a quiet block of Mil- 
waukee Avenue where Bucktown meets 
Logan Square, Avocado Cafe & Eatery 
opened a month ago with a worthy mission: 
to offer more vegetarian options in an area 
that lacks veggie-friendly variety ‘A lot of 
restaurants only have one or two options 
for vegetarians, and usually it’s a soy patty 
on a bun. It’s the same ol’, same ol’ you can 
get anywhere,” said Stephan Chundy, who 
owns the cafe with his sister Sandra Jones 
and brother-in-law Bill Jones. So with the 
tagline “Unleash your inner veggie,” the 
menu is a reversal of the usual: mostly vegan 
and vegetarian, with a handful of options for 
meat eaters. 

Main attraction: Hearty and flavorful veg 
fare, of course. Multihued hummus swirls 
together pureed chickpeas with white and 
black beans, salads come piled high with 
avocado, mango, marinated cucumber and ci- 
lantro ($7), and rotating soups might include 
Moroccan squash stew or veggie chili ($3-$5). 
Don’t miss the cute little vegan frxiit tarts 


($3), brought in from Golden Rise Bakery, 
owned by Chundy’s father. 

Best value: The sandwiches. Filling 
po’ boy sandwiches {S7) trade the typi- 
cal meaty fillings for zi ngy all-veggie 
combos. My table (including one 
meat eater, one vegetarian and one 
vegan) all approved of the egg- 
plant po’ boy, made with breaded- 
then-baked eggplant stacked 
with tomato, basil, avocado- 
edamame spread and garlic vegan 
mayo on a toasted baguette, A 
portabella mushroom version 
with balsamic glaze and a four- 
cheese spread was equally tasty, 
as was the veggie wrap (S6) packed 
wi th avocado , sp i nach , grated carro ts , 
black bean spread and avocado-lime \ 

vinaigrette. For those who want meat, try \ 
sand’W'iches filled with basil chicken salad or 
pineapple^studded tuna salad ($8).
